The same 
principle applied to the dry goods trade 
would vacate every store. ‘he fact is, 
every branch of stock breeding demands 
peculiar qualifications. The man who, 
without previous preparation, attempts to 
carry on a wholesale, or even retail, trade, 
in these days of sharp competition, is 
almost sure to fail. The foundation must 
ve laid before the structure can be secure. 
Men, too often, seem to think that they can 
ouy afarm, stock it with Jerseys, Here- 
tords, horses or poultry, and reap @ harvest 
atonce. Failing to do this they cry out 
against the business. The trouble ig they 
did not know what principles were in- 
volved, and were not prepared for the de- 
tails of the occupation. 

There is no branch of stock breedhag | 
which requires greater skill and knowi- 
edge of tue laws of breeding, to manage 
successfully,than poultry keeping. It is 
an occupation into which a man should 
grow gradually. Each breed has differ- 
emt characteristics, and requires feed and 
care peculiar to its wants. ihe massing of 
these breeds together cannot give the 
greatest profit, and is almost sure to result 
in loss. The smaller and more active 
breeds can be treated very much differently 
from the larger and more sluggish varie- 
ties. There is no doubt as tothe question 
of profit to him who knows the business. 
(his season, when all produce is a drug 
and there is but littie demand, the margin 
will be much less than in former years. 
But this is true of every branch of trade. 
Ine farmer or merchant who is able to so 
reduce expenses as to keep even with the 
world during this season of depression, is 
a fortunate man. Let no one shrink from 
engaging in poultry raising because prices 
are low, there is stillafair margin of 
profit, and with the increase of prices, 
which is sure to come before long, there 
will be a return to old time prosperity. 
He who at present prices is able to save 
what may be saved, will be prepared to 
reap the greater harvest in years to come. 


Farmers ana Poultry. 


Farmers have plenty of room and land to 
spare on which fowls may be kept to ad- 
vantage. Cheap houses can be built on 
their premises to shelter a hundred or two 
birds that will give them fresh eggs in 
abundance (to use in the household or sell 
for cash) io the right season. There is 
very littie labor to be performed in the 
proper care of a few scores of nice fowls 
during the breeding season. And a large, 
very large, percentage upon the cost and 
keeping, ali told, is the natural and certain 
return there may be realized to any farmer 
any where, on a small or large scale, where 

is busi is conducted «s it should be. 
Why, then, should not our farmers avail 
themselves of this plainly remunerative 
adjunct upon their premises? 

here is more money in good poultry 
raising (considering its cost) by one halt, 
to be had annually, than can be realized 
from the pigs or the sheep onafarm. And 
yet the latter are fed and housed and bred 
everywhere to the entire neglect, almost, 
of fowl stock. Our farmers will do well 
to look into the merits of this thing. Good 
fowls of any of the improved breeds may 
now be had at a reasonable price. And we 
sincerely recommend this matter to the 
careful consideration of those who have 
the facilities at band to rear good poultry 
at a remunerative rate, but who have neg- 
lected this well-paying branch of rurai 
economy.— Home Circle.

At or- 
dinary speed Maud 5. strides seventeen 
feet, but it stands to reason shat she in- 
creases this stride when the fight is at the 
rate of 2.0914 to the mile. To accomplish 
so great a tusk, reach as well as quickness 
of recovery, ismecessary. Thehorse which 
trots a mile in 2.0954 moves 40 feet 10 5-16 
inches per second. Assume that the stride 
is from 19 to 20 feet, each hind foot will 


strike the ground not less than twice every 


second of time. Museles of the finest text- 
ure, cords of the strongest kind, indomit- 


able will-force, and lungs of the highest 
capacity are required vo sustain such effort, 
and the machinery must be perfectly bal- 
anced. Out of the willions of horses bred 
in the United States every year, only one 
possesses the quality and courage to mount 
the throne and win the crown.” 

These brief ifaes contain a lesson to be 
carefully studied, and will explain why it 
is 80 mecessacy that the training of our 
trotting stock should be given into the 
bands of experts. in order fora horse to 
continue the stride necessary for speed, it 
must be evident that perfection in training, 
by intellgent methods, has been the object 


desired, and that object bas never been 
lost sight of. 


Weights and Moasures on the Farm.

Now look here. You see this board. 
That's Topsy’s milk account. Here you 


see is 17 pounds, 164g pounds, 18 pounds, 


and then comes 11 pounds. That struck 


me all ofa heap, and I went right there 
and then to Topsy to see what was the 
matter. Her nose was hot and dry, her 
mouth was slobbering, and she was not 
eating. 1 soon found out what was the 
matter. She had been chewing the fence 
rails, and a big splinter was jammed into 
ver mouth between her teeth, and her jaw 


was swelled badly. Now I mightn’t have 
foued that out for two or three days if I 
hadn* weighed the milk. But you see! 
soon se her right again, I saved a good 


deal of trouble by it. And then look here. 


Here is 18}¢ pounds, 15 pounds, 17 pounds, 
12 pounds, 4] pounds, 14 pounds, and then 


here you a 64¢ pounds, and all

See here, this is the feed-measure; one of 
these goes on to the feed for every cow at 
every meal, and that scoop holds just two 
quarts. This basket holds a full bushel, 
and every cow gets that full every feed. 
And two or three get a scoopful more. 


You see, it’s all brought down to rule. 


No thumb rule, either, but weights and 
measures every time. A man that don’t 
weigh and measure everything about a 
dairy can’t tell what he is doing, and it is 
just as easy for him to lose a dollar a day 
as it is to fall off alog. Now, my boy put 
that wrinkle on your horn. It’s wortha 
thousand dollars to you if you don’t forget 
it, but you are welcome to it for nothing.” —

Provonting Damage From Drouth by 


Cultivation. 


The question naturally suggests itself to 


the mind of the thinking farmer after hav- 
ing two such remarkable dry seasons in 
succession: Can anything be done in any 


way to mitigate this great evil so far as it 


concerns our hoed crops? Is there any par- 


ticular mode of cultivation better adapted 


than any other to secure so desirable a re- 


sult? While it is true that hoed crops on 


deep, moist and retentive soils adjacent to 


the Connecticut river have suffered but lit- 


tle, if any, the past season for want of 


rain, yet corn on the light, sandy or gravely 
soils a little further back from the river, 
has been, in this locality, to say the least, 


in many cases a partial, and in some & com- 


plete failure. 


My experience the past season has served 
to strengthen me in the belief that some- 


thing may be done in this direction by deep, 


thorough and level culture. I planted a 
field of seven acres or more of corn this 
season, on land that was high and dry, and 
not very well adapted to withstand a severe 
drouth. I laid the rows both ways, and 
cultivated both ways, letting the cultivator 
in clear “up to the hub.” 1 went over the 
field the last time, the first week in July, 


leaving the hills level with the ground 


The advantage of running the rows both 
ways is at least two-fold; it does away with 
the necessity of much, if any hand hoeing, 
and affords a chance to stir all the soil to 


aes / desired depth.

‘Truly, the ways 


of the ant is very like the ways of those 


who steal men and enslave them to work 


for their masters, as captors.
